AN AUTOMOBILE HERE. 



First ot the Horseless Carriages 
Is In the City. 



ments of the horseless carriage have 
attracted crowds of curious spectator?. 

The automobile now in Baltimore 
has seals for two, though another 
couple can easily be accommodated. 
It is painted black except the broad 
panels in the sides of the body, whish 
are cherry. Little machinery is vis- 
ible. In front .the most conspicuous 
object is a pair of bicycle handle bars, 
somewhat larger than those on the 
•mailer vehicls. Upon the bars is 
fastened a bell to warn away danger, 
Agaim-t the dash-board are placed 
two gauges, showing the air and 
steam pressure. A water indicator 
tells how much of the fluid is iu the 
reservoir concealed in the rear of tho 
body. A small foot-brake and a lever 
to cut off steam are the only other 
pieces of mechanism visible except 
two screw valves which operate to cut 
off the supply of steam and oi 

The motive power is superheated 
■team. Mi. Crouch, the inventor, 
says he can expand (his agent to a 
much greater degree than by the or- 
dinary engino and thus can generate 
his means of propulsion very cheaply. 
Common kerosene oil or gasoline it 
used and horse power is developed 
with loss than 20 pounds of water. 
The reservoirs will hold 20 gallons of 
water and 10 gallons of oil. The total 
horse-power ot the automobile is 12, 
and Mr. Crouch says the heaviest 
grades are climbed with ease. A run 
of 40 miles was taken yesterday, dur- 
ing which 20 gallons of water and 3A 
of oil wero consumed. 

One of tho clever appliances of the 
machine is a loug hose which connects 
with the reservoir and engine in such 
a way that should the water supply 
get low while on the road, it is only 
necessary to got within 12 foet of tho 
water supply, drop in the hose, turn 
a valve and the engine pumps the 
reservoir full in a few minutes. 

The mechanism concealed under 
the body of the automobile is an 
rangement of axles, gears and driving 
ehaiuB, reminding one of the now 
old-fashioued tandem bicycles. Of 
course it has pneumatic tires and the 
machine bowls along the country 
roads at a speed of 25 miles an hour. 
—Baltimore News, April 14, 1899. 

The maker of this machine, Mr. W. 
Loe Crouch, was born near White 
Oak, Bath county, and at the age of 
10 years moved with his family to 
Hilisboro, Fleming cotiuty, where he 
was dissatisfied and ran away from 
home, going to Cincinnati, where he 
went to work in an electric li 
house.

A dispatch from Hong Kong quotes 
Admiral Dewey as aayiug on board 
theOlympia: 

"The courtesy of theso visitors I 
warmly appreciate, but I am too much 
worn out and sick to receive them. I 
am not sorry to leave Manila at this 
time. I could not stand the care and 
responsibility much longer. It is 
vastly easier sometimes to be under 
orders than issue them. 

It is the responsibility that kills. 
During the year that has elapsed since 
we came to Mansla, I have not had 
oue sick day until now. A year is 
long enough in this climate for an old 
man and I am glad to be permitted a 
rest. On this account I expect to re- 
main in Hong Kong two weeks. That 
ought to recuperate me. My inten- 
iou is to spend the time at Victoria 
Peak, where I hope to be absolutely 
free from worry. Nobody is more 
sensible of the kindness of the people 
who have extended me invitations, 
but I do not wish entertainment. My 
health will not stand it at present. 
Two weeks of perfect quiet at the 
peak ought to make a new man of 
me. 

"1 have the greatest enthusiasm iu 
the future of the Philippines. I hope 
to see America's possossions the key 
to Oriental commerce and civilization. 

"Tho hands of our great country 
will develop the agricultural and min- 
eral richness of the islands. 

"We must never sell them. Such an 
action would bring on another great 
war. We will never part with the 
Philippines, I am sure, and iu future 
years the idea that anybody should 
have seriously suggested it will be 
oue of the curiosities of history. 

•The insurrection is broken. There 
will bo no more hard battles and the 
new era for the inlands that was tem- 
porally delayed by tho rising will 
soon begin. Aguinaldo and his | 
erals must he captured aud theu the 
very semblance of insurrection 
cease. Aguinaldo is the real power 
among the natives. Wherever we go 
it is always Aguinaldo, The officers 
of the Tagalos, civil aud military, tell 
us they have uo power to treat for 
peace until they hear from Aguiualdo 
Foreigners and natives testifviug be- 
foro the peace commission all testify 
to the same state ot facts. 

"Many of the island provinces that 
were onco warlike, are anxious for 
pesce and will accept the American 
terms as soon as the Tagalos of Luzjii 
are whipped into line, but they dare 
not treat with us as long as Aguiual- 
do has the power to confiscate prop- 
crty or punish those who offend him 

' The end is not far off, if we push 
right after them. Wo must concen- 
trate our troops and vigorously prose- 
cute the campaign in Luzon. That is 
our whole task. The southern islands 
will soon fall in line. This, I hope, 
will not be loug happening. 

"The Olympia will go home leasur- 
ly. I want my officers aud men tc 
get the greatest benefit of all the stops 
we make. Wo will pick our places 
with this in mind. They have earned 
a rest by a year of steady duty with- 
out respite. 

"While I am glad to bo going 
home, I cannot say good-bye to Ma- 
nila without regrets. There have 
been many pleasant occurrences 
among the months of harrassiug re- 
sponsibility aud we shall not forget 
them."

Important Cnrrency Reform. 

A Washington dispatch of 21*t 
says : 

It ia understood that the House Re- 
publican caucus committee appointed 
to frame a scheme of currency re- 
form has agreed upon a measure 
along the following lines : A redemp- 
tion of all obligations of the goyern- 
meut in gold on demand ; greenbacks, 
when once redeemed for gold, to be 
reissued only for gold, permitting na- 
tional banks to issue notes to the par 
value of their government bonds de 
posited in the treasury, instead of 90 
per cent, as at preaont, and permitting 
the minimum capital of national 
banks to be $25,000, instead of $50,- 
000, as at present.

Some ot the Great Men Who Made 
Their Homes There in 
Days Gone By. 

Frankfort was proverbial in her 
early history for her great and Illus- 
trious men. Perhaps there la no city 
in the United States that can boast of 
as many individuals who have occu- 
pied important positions in life as our 
little city. As far back aa the memo- 
ry can run we can recall the names ol 
individuals whose reputations are na- 
tional, and even worldwide. Humph- 
rey Marshall, the progenitor ot that 
prominent family, was a resident of 
this city for many years, and his re- 
mains are burried here, if I mistake 
not, at "Glen Willis," his old home. 
John Brown, a distinguished Senator, 
lived and died here. John C. Critten- 
den, whose name and fame ia hlstori- 
was for many years • citizen of 
lown, and breathed his last in his 
old residence, on the corner of Main 
and Washington streets. Montgom- 
ery and Francis P. Blair were born 
here, as I understand, and formerly 
lived with their father on the corner 
of Broadway and Washington, where 
Thomas B. Ford now residee. John 
C. Breckinridge, one of the most illus- 
trous aud distinguished men of bis 
time, studied law here, and 
while practiced his profession in 
Frankfort. Of all the great men which 
Kentucky has produced he was the 
most magnetic and popular. With 
the form of an Apollo and the face ot 
an Adonis, beheld men spellbound by 
his wonderful eloquence, and was the 
idol of the people. A gentleman in 
every sense of the word, Frankfort 
may well be proud of his connection 
with its early history. 

James T. Morehead, a former Gov- 
ernor and United States Senator, was 
formerly a resident of this city, and 
was noted for his great intelligence 
and eloquence. Men are yet living 
who recollect Gov. Robert P. Letcher, 
a man of the people, distinguished for 
his remarkable intelligence and his 
suavity of manner. He was a great 
man in every aense of tbe word,warm- 
ly attached to his friends, and very 
generous to his foes. He was a model 
for young men to imitate. 

But of all the grand men that ever 
resided in Frankfort, in my opinion, 
Charles S. Morehead wis altogether 
one of the most attractive. One ol 
the handsomest men I ever saw, 
courtly and polite to every one, treat- 
ing the humblest man as if he was 
the greatest, Charles S. Morehead was 
as popular a man as Kentucky ever 
produced. He was a classical scholar 
and profund lawyer, a highly culti- 
vated and intellectual man, and a 
boru leader. He was a gcnial,whole- 
souled and affable gentleman, that the 
politicians of the present age would 
do well to pattern alter.— Frankfort 
Call.

Long and Short-Haul Railroad Act 
Sustained. 

A dispatch from Frankfort to the 

Courier-Journal recently said : 

For the second time, and with a dif- 
ferently conHtituted couit, the Court 
of Appeals haa upheld the validity ol 
8ection 820 of the Kentucky Statutos, 
the long and short-haul railroad 
The opinion of the court was deliv- 
ered iu the case of the L. & N. Rail- 
road Company against the Common- 
wealth, appealed from the Marlon 
Circuit Court,and la an affirmation ol 
the judgment of that Court. Tin 
opinion was written by Judge Hob- 
son, the new member of the court 
who succeeded Judge Lewis, who sat 
at the first hearing of thu question. 

The action grew out of indictmt 
returned in the Marion Circuit Court 
charging the L. & N. Company with 
violating Section 820 of the Statutes, 
which provides that "if any person 
owning or operating a railroad in 
this State, shall charge or receive any 
greater compensation in the aggre 
gate for the transpoitation of passen 
gers or property of like kind, under 
•ubstantially similar circumstances 
and conditions, for a shorter than for 
longer distance over the same line 
in the same direction, the shoiter be- 
ing included iu the longer distance, 
moh person shall be guilty of misde- 
meanor and fined." The offense cen- 
listed in the appellant transporting 
coal from Altamont to Louisville at 
$1 per ton and to Elizabethtown at 
$1.30 per town, while it cha-ged $1.55 
per ton from Altamont to Lebanon, an 
intermediate station on its line. Upon 
trial of the indictments the company 
was fined $300 iu one case and $360 in 
another. 

n affirming the lower court's judg- 
ment Judge Hobsou said : 

"A railroad is only an improved 
modern highway. It must of neces- 
sity be subject to public control like 
it predecessor, the turnpike; for the 
industry and commerce of the country 
are dependent upon it. To hold that 
only railroad men understand rates, 
or that they shall be allowed alone to 
fix the rates and that no tribunal can 
review their decision as to what rates 
are reasonable, is to put in their hands 
power dangerous to the welfare of 
the community and utterly 
keeping with the doctrine that they 
are public agencies and so have the 
right to appropriate to their use 
property of the citizen against his 
consent upon making just compensa- 
tion. It has been notorious that rail- 
road managers have by discrimina- 
tion in favor of certain shippers or a 
given locality brought ruin 10 others. 
It was the aim of the Constitution to 
require the railroads in the State to 
treat all localities fairly and with 
equality. * * * We are unable to 
.ee that as vet any right of the appel- 
ant has been invaded, or that it hai 
in/ jutt cause of complaint. If it be 
rue that the public interests require 
be discrimination iu rates showu in 
bis case, it may be that upon presen- 
ation of the facts to the Railroad 
Commission it would allow the rates 
ind and make an order exonerat- 
ing appellant from the operation of 
he section. 

Since Adam's lii-t born dyed his 
hands in his brother's blood, solf- 
uterests have warped and controlled 
in judgment. Elowever honest 
and faithful railroad managers may 
be, they look first to the interests of 
hose they serve, and no principle of 
constitutional law is violated when 
the Stote creates an impartial tribunal 
to prevent their great powers from be- 
ing used to build up certain favored 
ones at the expense of others."

In a recetu decision In the United 
States Supreme Court Justices Peck- 
ham and White handed down opin- 
ions in thiity-six cases, involving the 
bank tax law of Kentucky. The 
court decided that the judgment of 
the Court of Appeals, reudered 
through Judge Pryor in 1895, in fa- 
vor of tho Bank of Kentucky, the 
Third National Bank, the Louisville 
Banking Company, the Farmers' 
Bank of Kentucky, and the Deposit 
Bank of Fraikfort, is binding as res 
adjudicata in favor of those banks, 
and that the subsequent change of 
opinion by the Court of Appeals in 
1898, In its opinion by Judge Payn- 
ter, could not effect those previous 
judgment". As to those banks, there 
can be no taxes assessed except the 
seventy-five cents on each share ot 
stock under the Hewitt law. This 
exemption will lat>t until the expira- 
tion of the then existing charters of 
those banks. The Bank of Ken- 
tucky's charter lasts until 1909. 

As to the national banks, the court 
holds that they can only be taxed I s 
the act of Congress provides ; and as 
the act of Congress only provides that 
they may be assossed on their shares, 
while the present Kentucky statute 
does not tax the shares, but taxes the 
property of the banks, it follows that 
the taxes cannot be enforced against 
the national banks.
